TITHE RIOT IN WALES. © 
: Lonvon, 27th May. . 

Tho rebellion agdinst tithe-paying lad to de- 
cided rioting in. the Welch provinces today. 
Tho parieh'of Meifod was all astir as early as 6 
o'clock this morning in anticipation of sules on 
siz farms, distrained upon by representatives of 
tho dean and chapter of Christ Gharch, Oxford. 
Tho bailiffs wero ont all night in pursuit of dis 
trained horses and enttle, many of which were 
on the hillaide.. A posse of 110 police from, 
Denbighshire, Flintshire, Montgomeryshire, and 
Shropshire assembled at Welohpool Tost night. 
A detachment of police wore sent over tho ‘hi 
into Maifod valley atier disk and patrolled the 
disturbed districts throughont the night. 

At8.30 o’ctlovk this morning the entire force 

‘of police arrived in Tenbrake at the lower hill 
oconpied by Edward Jonas: Thay were recsived 
by deafening ories by's larga orowd of furmors, 
labourers, and wonton, which lasted a quarter of 
an hour withont cessation. After tho noise had 
Komewhat subsided a representative and the 
ohiof constable held an interview with the farmer 
and stated that the eattle had boon sold by private 
treaty. After a prolonged altercation tho for- 
mer agreed to pay the tithe in fall, less the cost, 
and his stock were returned to him. 

While the tithe dispute was bemg arranged, 
thejerowd sang severa] Welsh hyuins, led by Rev. 
E. ith, o Oalviuistic Methodist minister. 

‘Tho constabulary were then marshaled to the 
next farm, amid the lond yells and hooting of 
- the excited throng. Trups and brakes loaded 
with visitors from adjoining districts were 
streaming to tha valley all the morning, and at 
11 o'clock it qs estimated that 1,500 paople were 
on the scene, The police went to, the residence 
and farms of Richards, Hera 2 fresh crowd 
had collected and formed themsalves in strong 
force on the embankment, . As the police came

down by the police and-another farmer torn from 
his horse.
